DIRECTOR OF MANILA 
THEATRES, 


Mr. Frank Goulette, one of the 
most widely. known business men 
in the Philippines, died of cancer 
of the: atomach.at his home in Ma- 
rine City, Michigan, on the even- 
ing of April 18. He is survived 
by his widow and two children. 
‘He was 46 years ald. 

Mr. Goulette went to the Philip- 
pines with the volunteers in’ 1899. 
His civilian career began in 
Manila as a member’ of the police 
force, and for a time he was in 
charge of the general police mes. 
In 1906 he became interested in 
the theatre business and was a 
pioneer’ in bringing American 
filma to the Phillppines. 

‘The first show house under his 
management was the Paco theatre. 
He later acquired the cine Lux on, 
Plaza Santa Cruz and finally built 
the Lyric theatre on the Escolta, 

‘Mr. Goulette was the founder of 
the Lyric Film Exchange, In 1921 
his interests were incorporated un- 
der the firm name | France and 
Goulette, Inc. This organization 
expanded until it controlled more 
than 200.theatres in the" islands, 
including many small houses in 
Manila. He alao was the owner of 
the Lyric Music House and the 
restaurant which bears his name, 
on Echague at Santa Cruz bridge.

PHILIPPINES ROADS. 


IMPROVEMENTS PLANNED, 


The most important problem of 
the Philippine Government is the 
‘improvement, of roads, according 
to Mr, A. 'T. Sylvester, acting diree- 
tor of public works. In order pro- 
perly to tuke care of the ever ine 
creasiny traffic, the public works 
Bureau will\vegip at once on a long 
programme of aighway improve- 
monts, suys the Mantle Bulletir. 

The first. project to be undertaken 
will probably be the widening of 
the Manila South Road. ‘This road, 
ay well ag most of the others, was 
constructed before the automobile 
cra. The culverts are narrow and 
will barely,permit motor vehicles to 
pass. ' u 
Although improvements. will be 
gradual, as the work can be ‘done 
only as funda’ are available, the 
public works dfrector believes the 
old roads can be rebuilt without ex- 
traordinary expense, The road

The bureau will encourage the 
uxe of asphalt on all sections of 
road where Lrafle. or physical con- 
ditions “make the maintenance of 
miacadamized roads too expensive. 
The asphalting of roads through 
the centres of all municipalities 
(poblacion) will also be encouraged, 
as this process practically elimin- 
ates dust.

The Chinese genera) chamber of 
commerce in Manila has received 
a ‘eablegram . from Shanghai, 
quoting General Chiang Kai-shes,: 
commander-in-chief of the Nation- 
alists forces, as saying that every 
effort will be made to protect 
foreign lives. ": :

The Communist movement in 
China, according to local Chinese, 
is a branch of the original Com- 
munist party of Russia; the party 
from which Bolshevism originat- 
ed.

It was amated 
with the Nationalist party on an 
agreemiont that It would follow the 
Nationglist’s principles as a body 
and that the radical influences of 
tha purty would not be ‘spread.

Training of Guards. ‘ 


The Commissioners do not deal with 
the internal details of administration 
such as tho training of the- guards. 
There was no reason to find fault, and 
even if defects should appear they 
would be matters of detail comparn- 
tively easily remedied. The prin- 
cipal weakness of the system is the 
divided responsibility, and the ré- 
commendations of the Commissioners 
are directed to this point, They are 
of opinion that the engagement of 
guards should (subject to one impors 
tant proviso) be- left entirely ‘to 
pwners—-who would naturally be ex 
pected to co-operate in making their 
selection with — their compradores, 
whose s:tfes form onc of the first 
abjectives of all plrates;—but that if 
1, desire is-expressed to enlist Govern-
